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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -9, drawn to a method for preventing or inhibiting angiogenesis In 
a person, classified in class 424, subclass 777. 

II. Claims 10-25, drawn to a method for providing a compound with a high 
oxygen radical absorbance capacity, classified in class 424, subclass 777. 

III. Claims 26-38, drawn to a method for preventing or Inhibiting the growth of 
Helicobacter pylori In a person, classified in class 424, subclass 404 or 
class 514, subclass 925. 

IV. Claims 39-50, drawn to a composition that prevents or Inhibits 
angiogenesis of Helicobacter pylori or acts as a powerful antioxidant in the 
human body, classified in class 424, subclass 732. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-lll are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the three different groups are directed to three different inventions. For 
instance, the invention of Group I is directed to a method for preventing or inhibiting 
angiogenesis in a person, whereas the invention of Group II is directed to a method for 
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providing a compound with a higli oxygen radical absorbance capacity, whereas the 
invention of Group III is directed to a method for preventing or inhibiting the growth of 
Helicobacter pylori i n a person . 

The three inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other. 
The search for each of the above inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard 
to the literature search. Further a reference which would anticipate the invention of one 
group would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious another group. Finally, 
the consideration for patentability is different in each case. Thus, it would be an undue 
burden to examine all of the above inventions In one application. 

Inventions IV and I, III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the process for 
using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product. For example, Patel et al. teach a method for inhibiting angibgenesis 
comprising the administration of cyciin dependent kinase to a subject, in U.S. 6,420,345 
B1 ; and, Michetti et al. teach a method for inhibiting and/or preventing Helicobacter 
pylori infection comprising the administration of urease-based vaccine to a subject, in 
U.S. 6,290,962 B1 . Moreover, the product as claimed can be used in a materially 
different process of using that product, as evidenced by the claims themselves. 
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The remaining groups are directed to different inventions which are not 
connected in design, operation, and/or effect. These methods are independent since 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together, they have different modes of 
operation, they have different functions, and/or they have different effects. One would 
not have to practice the various methods at the same time to practice just one method 
alone. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for one Group is not required for another Group, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
